That brought it all home for me.

DPS Award Recognizes Rutledge,

After a concerned citizen con- 
tacted the Patrol with a report of 
suspicious behavior at a residence in 
Lockwood, MO, Troop D dispatched 
two troopers to investigate. On No- 
vember 7, 2011, Trooper Kelsey J. Rut- 
ledge and Trooper Darwin R. Hukill 
followed up on the tip by initiating a 
“knock and talk”. At the Lockwood 
residence, they located two individu- 
als. Upon running a computer check, 
it was discovered that both individuals 
had warrants issued for their arrest. 

A check of the vehicle parked at 
the residence revealed it had been 
reported stolen in Pittsburg, KS. The 
troopers continued their investigation, 
which led to the execution of a search 
warrant at the residence. The search 
revealed numerous stolen items and a 
methamphetamine laboratory. A sec- 
ond residence was linked to the inves- 
tigation, and additional stolen property 
was located there. The recovered 
property was from numerous residen- 
tial and commercial thefts, and has an 
estimated value of $100,000. 

A follow-up investigation by Troop- 
ers Rutledge and Hukill, the Rural 
Crimes Investigative Unit, and area 
law enforcement agencies resulted in 
the clearing of over 20 theft cases in 
seven counties in Southwest Missouri 
and one county in Southeast Kansas. 

To honor Troopers Rutledge and 
Hukill for their investigative abilities, 
keen sense of observation, and inter- 
viewing skills, DPS Director Jerry 
Lee presented them with the DPS Em- 
ployee of the Month Award for March 
2012. During a ceremony on March 
26, 2012, at General Headquarters, Di- 
rector Lee and Colonel Ron Replogle 
congratulated both troopers and ex- 
pressed their appreciation for the work 
they do. Lt. Daniel S. Bracker, Troop 
D, spoke on behalf of Troop D. 

“Kelsey’s and Darwin’s persever- 
ance is a reflection of their character 
and indicative of being a member of 
the Patrol,” said Lt. Bracker. “They 
worked together to make this arrest

DVS Honors Sgi. eaummell

Polygraphist (pa lig’ ra-fist) — One who administers a polygraph. Sergeant 
Jason B. Trammell, Q/DDCC, (sar ‘jant ja’ stn tram’ al) — An exceptional 


polygraphist. 


Being a polygraphist is more than 
hooking up a few wires and under- 
standing graphs. It’s an art form. Un- 
derstanding how stress affects people, 
sharp interviewing skills, patience, 
and keen observation can solve a case 
before the polygraph test even begins. 
This is precisely what Sgt. Trammell 
does. 

On February 17, 2012, Lamar 
Police Department officers began in- 
vestigating the death of a four-month- 
old baby. The child died while in the 
care of a 27-year-old babysitter. On 
February 20, Sgt. Trammell assisted 
the Lamar Police Department officers. 
As with every polygraph, Sgt. Tram- 
mell conducted a thorough pretest 
interview of the babysitter. During this 
pretest, the suspect confessed to shak- 
ing the baby and causing the injuries 
leading to his death. Thus, the actual 
polygraph and posttest (interpreting 
the graphs) was unnecessary. 

On February 22, 2012, Webster 
County Sheriffs deputies were investi- 
gating the disappearance of a 28-year- 
old Springfield man. Sgt. Trammell 
assisted with the execution of a search 
warrant in Rogersville, MO. During 
the interview of an occupant at the res- 
idence, the man confessed to having a 
part in the murder of the missing man. 
The subject took officers to a location 
where they recovered the victim’s 
body, and a second location where 
they recovered the murder weapon. 

In both these cases, Sgt. Trammell 
secured a confession through skill- 
ful interviewing techniques. Because 
the evidence was circumstantial, the 
confessions were critical to resolving 
the case. To recognize Sgt. Trammell’s 
interrogation ability, Department of 
Public Safety Director Jerry Lee pre- 
sented him with the DPS Employee of 
the Month award for April 2012. 


“Tm sure that to him, it’s just 
another day at the office,” said Major 
Luke Vislay, Q/CIB. “But, it’s great 
that Jason’s being recognized.” 

“Jason epitomizes the charac- 
teristics of our DDCC officers,” said 


Captain Kyle D. Marquart, Q/DDCC. 
“He does a great job every day. Con- 
gratulations, Jason, and thank you for 
the work you do.” 

Sgt. Trammell thanked those who 
attended the ceremony saying he was 
surprised and honored. “Any one of 
the guys I work with could be stand- 
ing here,” he said. He also thanked 
his wife, Aimee, and admitted, “Some- 
times, the calls come in and it’s not 
convenient.”

The Patrol’s Crime Laboratory 
has developed a way to make the task 
of evidence submission more stream- 
lined: the ability for you to fill out 
Laboratory Analysis Requests (LAR) 
online before submitting the evidence 
to the lab. This Web-based evidence 
submission service (Web LAR) offers 
convenience, and will expedite the 
evidence submission process. This 
system allows submitting agencies the 
ability to enter the case information (at 
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any time of the day) into the Web LAR 
prior to arriving at the lab. The labora- 
tory evidence technicians can then ac- 
cess your case information when you 
bring the evidence to the lab, resulting 
in significant savings of time for you at 
the lab evidence intake window. 
Before using this new system, any 
law enforcement agency with Internet 
access must first register to submit 
evidence through the Web LAR. It is 
the submitting agency’s prerogative

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Stirvey Said ... 
Public Provides Feedback To MSP

The results are in! The 2011 Mis- 
souri State Highway Patrol Public 
Opinion Survey gathered citizens’ 
opinions about the agency and its 
employees, and their concerns about 
crime, being involved in traffic crash- 
es, and public safety issues. A total of 
481 individuals responded to the sur- 
vey. A brief overview is below. 

The majority of respondents (92 
percent) indicated the Patrol was do- 
ing either an excellent or good job. 
Respondents said 94.9 percent felt the 
appearance, attitude, and demeanor 
of Patrol employees was excellent or 
good. In addition, respondents highly 
rated their competence. 

Those answering the survey listed 
enforcing criminal laws (90.2 percent) 
as the most important Patrol duty. De- 
tecting and deterring the flow of illegal 
drugs ranked second (81.1 percent), 
and traffic crash investigation came 
in third (77.4 percent). The survey 
asked respondents to rank a series of 
traffic laws aimed at reducing traffic 
crash deaths and injuries. Those who 
answered this question indicated en- 
forcement of intoxicated driving laws 
was most important (90.1 percent). 
[The majority of respondents approved 
of law enforcement using sobriety 
checkpoints (90.2 percent).] This was 
followed by enforcing inattentive driv- 
ing laws (85.0 percent) and enforcing 
aggressive driving laws (84.7 percent). 

According to the survey, those ar- 
eas needing improvement included en- 
forcement of inattentive driving laws, 
hazardous driving violation laws, and 
aggressive driving laws. Respondents 
indicated not enough effort was given 
to these areas (51.7 percent, 32 per- 
cent, and 30.2 percent, respectively). 

Respondents were slightly con- 
cerned about being victimized by 
crime while traveling on Missouri 
roadways (40.2 percent). Forty percent 


were slightly concerned about crime 
in their residence or neighborhood. 
The greatest concern to respondents 
was related to being involved in a traf- 
fic crash (40.3 percent). 

Respondents ranked 10 social is- 
sues facing America by their perceived 
order of importance. The survey indi- 
cated 57.1 percent perceived crime to 
be the most important issue facing the 
country. Problems relating to the econ- 
omy were second with 41.5 percent. 
The third most important social issue 
was public education (84.1 percent). 

When asked if they believed boat- 
ing while intoxicated efforts deter 
alcohol-related boating accidents, 38.0 
percent believed efforts to be effec- 
tive. However, 46.9 percent of the re- 


spondents did not feel knowledgeable 
enough to provide an opinion. When 
asked if they feel safe when engaged 
in activities on Missouri streams and 
rivers, 44.1 percent said they do. But, 
49.5 percent said they do not engage 
in such activities. 

Research and Development Divi- 
sion and the Information and Com- 
munications Technology Division 
personnel sent surveys to 3,000 Mis- 
sourians age 18 and older. The survey 
respondents were individuals random- 
ly selected from a database developed 
and maintained by USA Data. A total of 
481 individuals responded to the 2011 
Missouri State Highway Patrol Public 
Opinion Survey.

But the Yarborough family wanted Ma- 
son brought to Sikeston, MO. 

“At that time, the reserve unit 
from St. Louis performed military 
honors for his burial,” explained Jim. 
“After hearing the story, we asked his 
sisters and brother in Sikeston if they 
minded if we named our detachment 
after him.” 

Jim said the detachment also 
keeps busy with Toys For Tots every 
November and December. “There’s no 
Marine Corps Reserves close enough, 
so our detachment does it. We’re 
certified to be a local community orga- 
nization. In 2011, we collected enough 
toys to give to 714 families (over 1,700 
children) .” 

The group also works at a food 
stand at Bingo World two nights a 
week. When he’s not busy with the 
honors team or working the food 
stand, Jim’s in his woodworking shop. 
He’s made bat racks for the little 
league field, and 12 cubicles for their 
batting helmets. He says it keeps 
things straightened up a bit, and they 
aren’t stumbling over them.

Each year, the Missouri State 
Highway Patrol’s Motor Vehicle 
Inspection Division inspects every 
school bus in the state. Between Feb- 
ruary 2 and April 30, 2012, a total of 
11,934 school buses were inspected. 
Missouri’s 2012 statewide approval 
rating was 88.3%, compared to 87.7% 
in 2011. A total of 256 Missouri school 
districts will be awarded the distinc- 
tion of Total Fleet Excellence for ap- 
proval ratings of 90% or higher with no 
buses placed out-of-service. 
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The 2012 statewide results are as 

follows: 

e 10,538 buses received approval 
upon initial inspection. During 
the annual school bus program, 
buses found to be free of de- 
fective items are rated as “ap- 
proved”. 

e 1,157 buses were deemed de- 
fective upon initial inspection. 
Buses with one or more minor 
defective items, yet deemed safe 
for the transport of students, are 
rated as “defective”. 

© 239 buses were placed out-of

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The Mourner’s Bill Of Rights

Thought you should reach out to 
others as you do the work of mourner, 
you should not feel obligated to ac- 
cept the unhelpful responses you may 
receive from some people. You are the 
one who is grieving, and as such, you 
have certain “rights” no one should try 
to take away from you. The following 
list is intended both to empower you to 
heal and to decide how others can and 
cannot help. This is not to discourage 
you from reaching out to others for 
help, but rather to assist you in distin- 
guishing useful responses from hurtful 
ones. 


1. You have the right to experi- 
ence your own unique grief. No 
one else will grieve in exactly the 
same way you do. So, when you 
turn to others for help, don’t allow 


them to tell you what you should 
or should not be feeling. 


2. You have the right to talk about 


your grief. Talking about your 
grief will help you heal. Seek out 


others who will allow you to talk as 


much as you want, as often as you 
want, about your grief. If at times 
you don’t feel like talking, you also 
have the right to be silent. 


3. You have the right to feel a 
multitude of emotions. Confu- 
sion, disorientation, fear, guilt, and 


relief are just a few of the emotions 


you might feel as part of your grief 
journey. Others may try to tell you 
that feeling angry, for example, is 
wrong. Don’t take these judgmen- 


tal responses to heart. Instead, find 


listeners who will accept your feel- 
ings without condition. 


4. You have the right to be toler- 
ant of your physical and emo- 
tional limits. Your feelings of loss 
and sadness will probably leave 
you feeling fatigued. Respect what 
your body and mind are telling 
you. Get daily rest. Eat balanced 
meals. Don’t allow others to push 
you into doing things you don’t feel 
ready to do. 


5. You have the right to experi- 
ence “griefbursts”. Sometimes, 
out of nowhere, a powerful surge 
of grief may overcome you. This 
can be frightening, but is normal 
and natural. Find someone who 
understands and will let you talk it 
out. 


6. You have the right to make use 
of ritual. The funeral ritual does 
more than acknowledge the death 
of someone loved. It helps provide 
you with the support of caring peo- 
ple. More importantly, the funeral

is a way for you to mourn. If oth- 
ers tell you the funeral or other 

healing rituals such as these are 
silly or unnecessary, don’t listen. 


7. You have the right to embrace 
your spirituality. If faith is a part 
of your life, express it in ways 
that seem appropriate to you. Al- 
low yourself to be around people 
who understand and support your 
religious beliefs. If you feel angry 
at God, find someone to talk with 
who won't be critical of your feel- 
ings of hurt and abandonment. 


8. You have the right to search 
for meaning. You may find your- 
self asking, “Why did he or she 
die? Why this way? Why now?” 
Some of your questions may have 
answers, but some may not. And, 
watch out for the clichéd respons- 
es some people may give you. 
Comments like, “It was God’s 
will” or “Think of what you have 
to be thankful for” are not help- 
ful and you do not have to accept 
them. 


9. You have the right to treasure 
your memories. Memories are 
one of the best legacies that exist 
after the death of someone loved. 
You will always remember. In- 
stead of ignoring your memories, 
find others with whom you can 
share them. 


10. You have the right to move 
toward your grief and heal. 
Reconciling your grief will not 
happen quickly. Remember, grief 
is a process, not an event. Be 
patient and tolerant with yourself 
and avoid people who are im- 
patient and intolerant with you. 
Neither you nor those around 
you must forget that the death of 
someone you loved changes your 
life forever.
